Inclination to self destruction.- which 
lie ever afterward held In abhorrence, 
even during hU hopeless exile at Bt. 
Helena. 
When during his Brst con- 


sulship one of his grenadiers killed 
himself Napoleon issued an order to, 
tlie guards: 


"The Grenadier Gobain has killed 


himself owing to a love affair. lie 


• was otherwise au excellent soldier. 
The Brat consul commands that tbo 
guards should be Informed, tliat a sol- 
dler ought to conrjuer the grief and 
bitterness of his passloni; tbat there 
Is tho same courage In enduring with 
patience the pangs of the soul es In 
facing bravely tho fire of a battery. To 
give oneself up to grief without resist- 
anco or to kill oneself 10 cacape Is to 
abandon the field of battle before being 
beaten." 


In a convocation with Goethe, Na- 


poleon blamed the poet for allowing 
Worlher to commit suicide, and In 1810 
ho said to O'Mcara:

"Suicide Is the net of « gambler who 


has lost everything or of a ruined 
profligate. 1 havo always thought that 
a man shows more courage in support- 
ing the evils that afflict him. than in 
getting rid of bis life."

His three competitors 
were skilled In the game, but be won 
two game:) and made a draw of the 
third. Iluy \Lopcz, whose name has 
been glren to an opening: Mangiollnl, 
Teronc llcdrano, Leonard! da Cutis, 
Paoll Bol. Salvla and others who lived 
between the thirteenth nnd seven- 
teenth centuries were able to play the 
game without seeing the board. Father 
Sacchlcri of Pavia early In (be eight- 
eenth century played three games at 
once against three players without see- 
Ing any of the boards. 


It remained for Phlllldor, the great- 


est genius at chess known up to his 
time, to play blindfolded In England In- 
1783 against tbren of the best players 
then living, winning two games and 
drawing tho third, surprising his an- 
tagonists and the throng of onlookers 
by keeping up a lively conversation all 
the while. Phlllldor'B achievement as 
to tho.number of simulianeous games 
has been far outdone by Paul liorphy, 
Paulscn, Btackburhc and Eeyernl of 
their successors. But Phlllldor, lively 
Frenchman that he was, still holds tba 
palm as a conversationalist and player 
at the same time, ' < , . . . 


Phlllldor was the1 assumed name of 


Francois AndrorDanlcaD, born at 
Dreux In 1720. He was educated as a 
court musician for Ix>uls XJV. He com 
posed music to.Dryden's "Alexander's 
Feast" and to many operas, all long 
since forgotten. Dunlcan's fame does 
not live IB music, but as Phillldor, the 
chess player. As a chess player he vbj 
Ited.Holland, Germany and England. 
In 1740; while In England, he published 
his ("Analysis of Chess," a work which 
has taken Its place among the classics 
of the game. Re died In England An*. 
81,1795.-Eichang».
